commentators here to treat the situa- 
tion very seriously.

But why, some ask, should we not 


eat.the wheat ourselves and send the 
corn abroad? 


In France, England 
and 
Belgium 
virtually all baking is done in public 
bakeshops. 
Corn bread is essentially 


a home produpt; it cannot acceptably • 
be prepared and sold over the baker's 
counter. 
It would be impossible, in 


the midst of war, to make over the 
homo baking facilities of these na- 
tions. 
We must adjust our supplies 


to meet their 
facilities for 
proper 
handling. 


Then, too, because of its additional 
richness, corn meal does not keep as 
well as flour and is not as suitable 
for overseas export. At home we con- 
sume the meal as it is produced. Corn 
meal sent to Europe'would deteriorate 
and grow rancid, while wheat flour 
keeps. 


Upon the success of our substitu- 


tion of corn meal for flour will de- 
pend very 
largely' the question 
of 
whether the United States is to meet 
the first essential demand upon her 
by her allies—which is a demand that 
we provide them with sufficient food 
so they may Continue the light.

outdo Germany's effort, 
dollar 
for 


dollar and man for man. 


If we agree with our president in 


his stirring and noble words, In which 
he lashed the Prussian masters of the 
plain people, if we resent the slurs 
and ridicule heaped upon the brave 
lads who comprise 
our army and 


navy, if we- do not wish to be placed

is necessary to save Russia.

to turn 
the nation 
over • to 


Russia. Oh, the ingratitude oE it. 


Alas! for the fate of Russia when 


she has to depend upon men who do 
not see the real danger, the real situ- 
ation, or seeing it, ignore and evade 
what patriotism demands. 


The delegates cry out for an early 


peace. 
It appears that the subter- 


ranean German intrigue has reached 
them although they may not be con- 
scious of that 
fact. 
They 
speak 


against Germany and declare their in- 
tention of defending Russia. To this 
end they want all the power and au- 
thority transferred from Kerensky to 
themselves 
which 
would mean 
an 


early peace -with Germany regardless 
of what the allies may think about it. 


Jf the men who talk in this strain 


get control of the government they 
will submit to German terms and in 
a short time Russia will be but a 
base of supplies 
for 
the 
Teutons. 


There is just one way to prevent this 
possibility, to wit the invasion of Russia 
by a large Japanese army. That would 
entail vast expenditure of men 
and 


money that the allies 
would much 


rather exert directly against Germany. 
But it seems that nothing can hold 
Russia in the war. 
The army is not 


fed or equipped to fight. The leaders 
are not supported by government au- 
thority. 
There is-disloyalty, discord 


and anarchy brewing at every point. 
The council of workmen's and sol- 
diers' delegates apparently does not 
know what liberty means. 
They do 


not seem to be able to see the real 
danger that 
threatens 
the nation if 


they keep on restraining the govern- 
ment and paralyzing the power to use 
the army and navy. 


The German plotters will take all 


possible advantage of the situation to 
promote the separate 
peace propa- 


ganda. 
The forces of anarchy keep 


surging at the door of Premier Kc, 
ensky and his cabinet, and it is KO 
difficult to secure any general sup- 
port for the government that the case 
of Russia at the present'moment is 
almost hopeless. 


FOR CHILD WELFARE 


The state department of health has 


taken a wise step in its determina- 
tion to start a movement for child 
welfare In all large cities during the 
war. 


Unfortunately in Lowell the rate or 


Infant, morta.lity has ' been 
so high 


that even in the absence of war, the 
time was ripo for a survey 
of the 


causes of this high death rate among 
young children. 


Thorn Is no mystery about It in our 


judgment. It Is due to Ignorance, nu 
gleet, carelessness, poverty, drunken 
ntsa, and tho breaking up of far/jllles 


from one cause or another. 
Young 


children are left to 
run around the 


streets while their mothers work in 
the mill. Many of them are killed by 
accident, while the infants left in care 
of older children are so neglected or 
so unskillfully treated that they con- 
tract diseases from which they die. 


To some mothers 
tho high wages 


paid in the factories is a great temp- 
tation to leave their infants under two 
years old in charge of somebody who 
is in no sense qualified to care for 
them. 


There is certainly a big field here 


for the workers for child welfare and 
it is to be hoped they will be able to 
eradicate many of the evils that in 
the past have sent hundreds of little 
ones to their graves. In all fairness 
we should say that but for the work 
of the district nurses furnished by the 
Lowell Guild and the Metropolitan In- 
surance 
company, the 
death 
rate 


among young 
children here 
would 


have been even much higher. 


BOOST FOR WOMAN SUFFRAGE 


The surprise of the hour is Presi- 


dent Wilson's endorsement of woman 
suffrage 
as a state issue. He was 


known to be favorably disposed to 
the suffrage issue, but he had given 
no indication that he would come out 
squarely in its 
favor as a step in 


the reconstruction of the new dem- 
ocracy of the world. 


The obstinate pickets who have 


pestered the White House for the last 
six months will doubtless say that the 
president's 
endorsement is due to 


their work; but there is little ground 
for any such assumption. 
The pick- 


ets want the president to declare in 
favor 
of the 
Susan B. 
Anthony 


amendment to 
the federal constitu- 


tion. This Would be an unwarranted 
interference with slate rights in the 
opinion of many prominent authori- 
ties. That is why the president has 
not heretofore declared in favor of It. 


The suffrage issue comes up with 


prospects of unusual strength in the 
New York election, November 6. 
If 


the women win, their victory whether 
justly or not will be attributed to the 
president's declaration in their favor. 
This endorsement of tho movement in 
New York stple will of course'apply 
equally in every other state in which 
the issue comes to the front. 


GERMANY PLANS 
RETREAT 


Between the crushing blows of the 


French under General Petain and the 
continuous pressure of the British un- 
der General Haig, 
the Germans are 


reported to be 
planning 
another 


"strategetical 
retreat." 
Of 
course 


Germany will never admit that the 
defeats 
inflicted 
upon 
her on th'e 


western front have had anything to 
do with this proposed retreat. That 
would not be in line with her policy 
of making her people, and so far as 
possible the rest of the world, believe 
that she is absolutely invincible. Ger- 
many is being 
steadily forced,,back 


and she will soon be obliged to evacu- 
ate her naval and submarine bases on 
the Belgian coast and transfer them 
to Wilhelmshaven 
or to the Baltic 


through the Kiel canal. 


Germany undertook to send a force 


to help 
Austria against Italy, 
but 


while she was so doing her 
other 


armies suffered one.of the most severe 
defeats of the war.

Two Explosions Followed by 


Fire on Constitution Wharf, 
Boston 


360,000 Loss—Six Firemen 


Injured—Two Fire Horses 
Killed 


BOSTON, Oct. 27—Two tremendous 


explosions, followed by sheets of flame 
were the beginning of a. fire that re- 
sulted in the injury of six firemen, the 
death of two hose wagon ho'rses and a 
propery loss of about 560,000 to the big 
storage sheda and contents of 
the 


Quincy Market Cold Storage company 
on Constitutional wharf. 


The firemen injured were all buried 


under bales of hemp that fell while they 
were fighting inside o£ the_shed. They 
were removed to the Relief hospital, 
where the doctors said they were all 
suffering from . contusions and smoke, 
but would be able to leave today. ' 
The horses killed were hauling the 
hose wag-on of Enginev4^_Bulnnch street. 
They were struck by something falling 
fiom the Elevated structure, 
dasherl 
madly (or nearly a mile before ending 
in a ditch, dug for water mains, at 
North and Richmond streets. 
The burnt sheds are on the wharf ad- 
joining the big- storage sheds of the 
United States navy on Battery wharf, 
being separated by a partition only. 
Investigation Started 


Because of the initial explosions an 
investigation has been started by navy 
officials, under a suspicion that the fire 
was meant for the valuable navy prop- 
eity and that the wrong wharf 
was 


picked by the incendiaries. The build 
ing burned is about 500 feet long and 
about 300 feet wide and filled with gen- 
eral stores, mostly hemp, cotton, oils, 
automobiles and other highly combusti- 
ble materials. 
It was a few minutes after 9 when the 
first explosion was heard by Lieut. 
Swendeman of the harbor police and his 
officers. The second explosion followed 
within, a few moments. Employes of 
'the Storage company rushed to the as- 
sistance of Israel Morse, the watchman, 
who found the entire street end of the 
building in flames. 
Pour alarms were sounded in a fev. 
minutes and Chief Peter F. McDonough 
called the three fireboats which, with 
the land companies, held the fire to the 
section in which it was first seen burn- 
Ing-. 
Firemen Caught 


The work of the firemen among the 


hemp bales, near a great store of bar- 
rels of oils, was counted among th,1 
most remarkable ever performed in this 
city. There was nothing but a burlap 
and canvas partition separating t' ' 
stuff from the burning goods. 
It was while working in here that 
firemen from Engines 7 and 33 were 
caught when part of the roof caved in 
find brought big piles of bales of hemp. 
The section in %vhich they were work- 
ing wns-so narrow that they had abso- 
lutely no chance to flee. 
Other hose lines were immediately 
shut down by the 'men manning them, 
and scores of firemen rushed to 
dig 
their comrades out. 
Dr. Wilcox of the Relief station am: 
Dr. li,d\vard R. Gookin, who was wait- 
ing outside, Medical Examiner George 
B. Magrrath and Fr. Lynch of Dorchestei 
gave the men first aid after they were 
extricated. 
The burned material is such that the 
fire will not be fully extinguished foi 
a number of days. Tons of hemp and 
other materials will be all hauled out 
and pulled apart to make sure that no 
smouldering lire is there. 


Fire in Hoxbury District 


BOSTON', 
Oct. 27.—Many 
families 


were driven from tenement houses early 
tcday when sparks from a factory fire 
lr. the Roxbury district set fire to root's. 
The factory of the Globe Tanning Co. 
on Ellsworth street was destroyed, 
causing a loss estimated at $20.000. The 
incipient blazes in the dwellings were 
Quickly extinguished.

wreck was viewed by many Lowell 
people, including those jvho went to 
AVer to entertain the soldiers at the 
Y.M.C.A. hut at Camp Devens.
